W ord came this week th a t the 
second brother in a Palm Springs 
fam ily had been w ounded in ac­ 
tion w hen Mrs. F ern Goff receiv­ 
ed a letter from Pvt. C harles F.

WAS FIREMAN HERE 
Pvt. Goff w as long on th e local 
fire departm ent squad and went 
into the M arine Corps last year. 
A fter training in the southland 
he w as sent into the Pacific the­ 
ater of war. 
Sgt. Dawson Goff w ent into the 
arm y on Dec. 9, 1942, and after 
training in the south, w as sent 
to the European theater of war. 
T heir fam ilies here are eagerly 
aw aiting additional details. 
DETAILS RECEIVED 
A dditional details w ere receiv­ 
ed this w eek on the death in ac­ 
tion of V ernon T routt, eld est son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Z. I. T routt. Pvt.

S/Sgt. F. E. Dapron of Palm 
Springs, son of Mrs. May B. West- 
over who now resides in Couer 
d’ Alene, Idaho, was a radio op­ 
erator with the 137th Troop Car­ 
rier Group, known as the “Jungle 
Skippers" in their recent success­ 
ful mission of dropping para­ 
troopers, ammunition and sup­ 
plies on Corregidor island, ac­ 
cording to word from the Fifth 
A ir Force headquarters in the 
Philippine Islands. 
On Friday, February 16, the 
-47 transports of the “Jungle 
Skippers”, flew through a pat­ 
tern of anti-aircraft and small 
arm s fire from hidden Jap posi­ 
tions in tunnels and caves on Cor­ 
regidor and dropped their cargo 
squarely onto the target which 
was the smallest of dropping ta r­ 
gets in the history of airborne 
operations.

The “Jungle Skippers”, now 
based on Leyte Island, are under 
the command of Brig. Gen. Paul 
H. Prentiss, commanding general 
of the Fifth Air Force Troop Car­ 
rier Command. Sgt. Dapron has 
served with the Group since leav­ 
ing the States for overseas duty 
in November, 1944.

Concludes Series 


On 'Why We Fight' 


Each consecutive Monday for 
the last five weeks, students have 
had th e privilege of seeing a series 
of seven inform ation films en titl­ 
ed “Why W e F ight”. Concluding 
the series of five released to the 
public, was “The B attle of Rus­ 
sia”. 
T he film told of the long strug­ 
gle of Russia to keep the invad­ 
ing arm ies from capturing 
her 
people, and subm itting them 
to 
slavery. This is not the first tim e 
Russia has fought to the bitter 
end for existance. In 1242 she was 
attacked by the G erm an Teutonic 
K nights. A gain in 1704, Sweden 
invaded Russian soil, and in 1812 
Napoleon m ade the mistake of a t­ 
tacking her. The Germans still 
didn’t learn their 
lesson, 
and 
again in 1914 stepped on Russia. 
They were all defeated. W ith the 
odds against 
her, 
Russia 
has 
fought bravely on for over 700 
years. Only a fierce love of coun­ 
try and a strong determ ination 
has made victories possible. 
"The scale and grandeur of the 
Russia effort is the greatest in 
m ilitary history,” quoted G eneral 
M acA rthur in the film. 
T he four preceding films w ere: 
num ber one, “Two W orlds,” w hich 
show ed the plans of the Nazis 
for world enslavem ent, and the 
treachery of the Japs at 
Pearl 
H arbor; two, “The Nazis Strike," 
the story of th e betrayal of the 
sm all countries surrounding G er­ 
m any; three, “Divide and Con­ 
quer,” which let us know only too 
well the brutality of the trained 
Nazi soldier; 
and four, 
“The 
B attle of B ritain,” showing 
the 
fierce resistance of the English 
people. 
Preceding the movies, reports 
w ere given by three council m em ­ 
bers on their activities through­ 
out th e year.

There has been some misinformation given out concerning 
the practice rights and eligibility of physicians and surgeons 
holding the degree Doctor of Osteopathy (D.O.), and we wish 
to clarify that status. 
Any holder of a physician’s and surgeon’s certificate, whether 
he has the degree Doctor of Medicine (M.D.)‘or Doctor of 
Osteopathy (D.O.), must have complied with the educational 
requirements provided for under the State Medical Practice 
Act, and passed an examination given by constituted' repre­ 
sentatives of the State of California and have been declared 
eligible by the State of California to practice as a physician 
and surgeon. A doctor with this certificate is enabled to en­ 
gage in all types of practice for which hospitals are used. 
There is no distinction between degrees. 
We do believe that Palm Springs needs a hospital; however, 
we object to the building of a work shop, by public subscrip­ 
tion, for the exclusive use of one branch of the healing art. 
The hospital, as now planned, will not be open to everyone in 
the community. 
This means that any citizen, whether he 
subscribed to the hospital fund or not, cannot use the facilities 
of the hospital if he employs a physician and surgeon holding 
the D.O. degree. He is forced to employ a physician and sur­ 
geon holding the M.D. degree, or else go to another hospital. 
.^According to the Business and Professions Code of the State 
of California, there is no logical or legal reason why the public 
cannot have free choice of physician and surgeon whether the 
degree is M.D. or D.O., or whether the patient is to be treated 
in an office or a hospital. 


This is your community, and you should have the privilege of 
deciding what type of gervice you want when you are sick. 
We are asking you to w rite the following statement on your 
check or pledge: “Acceptance of this check, or pledge, is on 
condition that the Community Hospital and all of its facilities 
be available to any duly licensed physician and surgeon” .
